Washington, April 25.—A resolution 
formally declaring war against Spain 
was introduced in the congress of the 
United States today. 
The decision to 
do so was reached after mature deliber­ 
ation in order to aafeguard the interests 
of the United States. 
All the argu­ 
ments pro and oon were discussed yes­ 
terday at the white house at a confer­ 
ence in which President McKinley, At­ 
torney General Griggs. Assistant Secre­ 
tary Day, and Senators Davis and Hale 
participated and, on its breaking ap, 
announcement was made that congress 
today would be asked to declare what it 
is held already exists. 
This was the 
most important Washington develop­ 
ment on the first war Sunday, 
The president sent a message to con­ 
gress today, to be delivered immediately 
after its convening, setting forth the 
facts in the case aud asking congress to 
formally declare war is order that there 
may be no misunderstanding on the 
part of other nations. 
The most im­ 
portant point in the message from a 
uew* point of view is the ann you cement 
that Spain has made formal reply to oar 
ultimatum. 
This reply bas not been 
given to the public, and it was supposed 
that none had been received. 
The document is a formal acknowl­ 
edgment by Spain and also an accept­ 
ance by that country of the ultimatum 
as a virtual declaration of war. 
Con­ 
gress is therefore naked to recognize 
thii condition of affairs and declare it 
to the world, using Spain's concession 
as a reason for it. 
Omclnls A n Baiy, 
General Corbin and Secretary Alger 
conferred in the afternoon respecting 
the arrangements for calling on the gov­ 
ernors of the states and territories for 
the quota of troops they are to furnish 
nuder the president's proclamation ask­ 
ing for 125,000 men. 
The number of

Infantry, cavalry and artillery, remains 
to be settled, besides many other m at­ 
ters of detail.

The president sent a message to con­ 
gress today, to be delivered immediately 
after its convening, setting forth the 
facts in the case and asking congress to 
formally daclare war is order that there 
may ba no misunderstanding on the 
part of other nations. The most im­ 
portant point in the message from a 
new* point of view is the announcement 
that Spain has made formal reply to our 
ultimatum. 
This reply has not been 
given to the public, and it was supposed 
that none had been received. 
Tbs document is a formal acknowl­ 
edgment by Spain and also an accept­ 
ance by that con atry of tbs ultimatum 
as a virtual declaration of war.

pesetas, in which case the metallic re­ 
serves must be increased proportionately 
a half and two-thirds.

The most rem arkable tree on the island 
of New Provide lice is w ithout question 
a specimen of the silk cot mu (Bombax 
ceiba) situated near the postoffice aud 
prison. 
G row ing from its trunk art- 
half a dozen buttresslike extensions, us 
if to make a firm footing for its great 
spread of branches of 116 feet. A little 
boy to whom I showed a photograph 
pf it expressed its appearance very well 
when lie said tho spaces between the 
buttresses would make fine horse stalls. 
The pods which grow on the tree con­ 
tain a soft, silky m aterial which the 
natives sometimes use fur stuffing p il­ 
lows. There are moro of these trees, but 
none so largo or old as this one, and we 
heard no estim ate of its age. 
It is a 
near relative of tho monkey tam arind. 
Between this bombax aud the library 
is an avenue of Bpanisli laurel, a m em ­ 
ber of tho fig fam ily—untidy aud inele­ 
gant trees, w uh a grow th of roots bang­ 
ing from their branches w hich never 
reach the ground, 
AH these trees boar 
fruit, but tho figs are small and unfit

THE SPORTS OF LONG AGO. 


T hey W ere S u b stan tially th e Sam e a# 
Those of th e P re sen t Day. 
Tho boys and girls of the present day 
who become enthusiastic over some new 
sport and boast that their particular 
“ club” has the very “ newest thing 
out” would be surprised if they oould 
discover how closely many of the old 
tim e pastimes resemble our own. 
The Eskimos of tho frozen north, the 
Tupinambras of the Brazilian pampas, 
tho gamins of tho Paris streets, the boys 
and girls of London, of Boston and of 
Philadelphia, have one kindred tie—the 
love of sport. There is nothing new un­ 
der tho sun, said the wise man, and es­ 
pecially is there nothing new in youth­ 
ful games. 
Archaeologists have found dolls in 
Egyptian pyramids aud on prehistoric 
tombs; the name of a popular ball club 
was found scrawled upon the outer 
walls of Pompeiian houses, and one of 
the most exciting matches on record 
was the ono stubbornly fought between [ 
tho rival nines of Montezuma, king of 
Mexico, and Nezahual-pilli, ’tziu of 
Tezcuco. 
Tho boys of ancient Greece and Rome 
played at whip top, and quoits, and 
baseball, and pitch penny, and blind- 
m an's buff, and hide and sick, and 
jackstoues, and follow my leader, just 
as do the boys of today. The girls were 
‘experts at seesaw, and swinging, and 
dancing, and grace hoops, and dice 
throwing, and ball play, and, in Sparta, 
even at running, wrestling aud leaping. 
Tobogganing is as old as ice and snow, 
and when you play at cherry pits you 
are only doing w hat Nero and Commo­ 
des and young Themistocies did agos 
ago in Rome and in Athens. 
So, whatever the age or whatever the 
clime, boys and girls of the world have 
always lived more for play than for 
anything else, and however harsh or 
hard their surroundings, however stern 
or strict their fathers aud their mothers, 
they always found and always made 
the most of the tim e for play.

We have only to watch the intense 
excitement of some of the amateur play 
era in popular games to realise that the 
critio was right about that algebra prob 
lorn. Tho complaint of “ uufairness’’ on 
one side and of disagreeable triumph 
on another seem to bo the most notice­ 
able features at the close of the sports 
of today, and we cannot help wonder­ 
ing if this was a feature of the games of 
olden times or if in this respect the 
young people of 
the present really 
havo “ something new .” —Philadelphia 
Times.
